He is a native of New York and was 
appointed to West Polnt from that state 
in 1873. In 1877 he graduated and was 
assigned as second lieutenant to. the 
Seventh cavalry. He was transferred 
later to the First infantry, and became 
a captain in that regiment in I89!. In 
1897 he was made assistant adjutant 
general, with the rank of major. 

At the outbreak of the Spanish war 
he was made lieutenant colonel and as- 
sistant adjutant general and in June, 
1900, he was promoted to brigadier gen- 
eral of volunteers. When he was hon- 
orably discharged of this office in I901, 
he was Heutenant colonel of regulars, 
and in 1902 he reached his colonelcy.

Situation Dangerous. 

Early in the morning of December 15 
the Atlanta sighted a smal) schooner in 
the center of the Gulf of Darien and fol- 
lowed her to the western shore, where 
the schooner attempted to hide hehind 
an inlet. Lieutenant Harlan P. Perrill, of 
the Atlanta, was ordered to board her 
and thereupon a whale beat was lowered 
and pulled toward the schooner. Through 
the courtesy of the naval officers the car- 
respondent of the Associated Press ac- 
companied the party in the whale boat. 
it was found that the schooner had on 
board a hundred armed Colombian sol- 
diers, commanded by General Rafael Ng- 
vo, who said General Daniel Ortiz, com- 
mander in chief of the Colombian forces, 
had a large camp a mile away on the 
mainland. General Novo requested Lieu- 
tenant Perrill to land an: confer with 
Genera] Ortiz. After temporarily return- 
ing to the Atlanta, Lieutenant Perrill 
went back to the schoon:r, which in the 
meantime had takén up a position off a 
beach within a small bay. 

Great excitement prevailed among the 
Colombians on the whale boat's ap- 
proach.

posals. Nothing official has as yet been 
given out, 

Another report says !t is understood 
that although the Russian reply was 
considered highly unsatisfactory the con- 
ference decided to make another and 
probably last ettempt to arrive at @ 
friendiv setthement. Even the most 
sober sections of the press declare it is 
high time for action. 

In addition to the Marquis Ito, Field 
Marshal Yamagata, Senior Field Mar- 
shal of the Japanese army and Former 
Premier Count Matsukata, one of the

Murderer of Fellow Convict 
Pays Penalty 


Ferguson, After Killing Two Men 
and Serving Nine Years of Life 


Sentence, Killed Henry 
Tucker in Gairy’s Camp 
at Worth. 


Sylvester, Ga., December |7.—(Special.) 
Ned Jack Ferguson, colored, better 
known in the camps as “Big Jack,’’ was 
hanged at Isabella today, at !:!2 p. m., 
for the killing of Henry Tucker, another 
convict, in W. P. Gairy’s camp at Worth, 
Ga., last October. 

Ferguson's neck was broken and life 
was extinct in twelve minutes, and in 
ten minutes more he was cut down. He 
had no relatives here, and his remains 
were shipped to the Atlanta Medical col- 
lege. 

He was a dark mulatto, weighed 200 
pounds, and stood 6 feet high, and was 
about thirty-five years old. 

He bore up well under the ordeal, and 
made a short talk, admonishing courts 
and jurors to be more careful in the fu- 
ture in the trial of prisoners, stating 
that his case had not had the ~ttention 
it deserved, or he would have been sent 
back to the camp; but as it was, he had 
relied on the Lord, and he thought the 
Lord had helped him. 

Ferguson had killed two men before 
he killed Tucker, and had served nine 
years of a life sentence.

TEUTONIC HIT

Washington, December 17.—The senate 
wday was the scene of a most impor- 
rent debate on the isthmian canal ques- 
Hon as affected by the president’s rec- 
ognition of the independence of the re- 
public of Panama. The discussion began 
with @ speech by Mr. Hoar on his reso- 
wtion of inquiry and lasted several hours, 
in addition to Mr. Hoar’s address there 
gere speeches by Mr. Gorman and Mr. 
Foraker. Al! three 
ances and of historical interest. 
Sharp Criticism. 

Mr. Hoar confined his remarks to his 
resolution and they were carefully writ- 
ten out and read from manuscript. He 
held that this country has not yet re- 
celved full official information concerning 
the isthmian revolution, and criticized 
in sharp terms the conduct of this coun- 
try as shown by what has been given 
out He compared the conduct of the 
United States on the isthmus to a po- 
Neeman, who would manacle and hold 
a person sbout to be attacked for rob- 
bery and on having the 
spolls of the theft. delivered to himself. 
There was no reservation in Mr. Gor- 
man’s utterances. He practically said 
that the situation in Panama had been 
ereated to make a campaign issue and 
changed Assistant Secretary of State 
Igomis with a violation of the proprie- 
ties in discussing the question at a ban- 
quet in New York. He also said that 
miless further lIight was thrown on the 
suiect he would oppose the Panama 
treaty. He also referred to the Impetu- 
ous action of the executive and declared 
that the senate should prevent the jenp- 
ardizing the business Interest of the cOun- 
try. 
Mr. Foraker took Mr. Hoar to task 
severely for his remarks reflecting on the 
administration and his indfscretion in 
speaking in open session concerning ex- 
ecutive matters. He defended the ad- 
ministration for its attitude toward the 
Panama revolt. 
At the beginning of 
McComas, of Maryland, reported a bill 
fom the committee on privileges pro- 
viding for the protection of foreign ex- 
hibitors of artistic, musical and literary 
Works at the St. Louls world’s fair. It 
Was at once passed, 

Hoar Talks of Panama. 
Mr. Hoar then addressed the senate on 
his resolution calling on the president for 
sich information as may be {fn his pos- 
session relative to the status of the re- 
Public of Panama when the treaty with 
that country was negotiated. Mr. Hoar 
began by saying that no man tn the 
‘ountry desired more eagerly than him- 
self to support the administration and 
&t with his associates. He also was 
favorable to the isthmian canal and more- 
over he was anxious that the construc-

‘la his lifetime and by the republican 
party. Iie was also desirous that tha 
present president of the United States 
should build the great waterway. But,

“without the suspicion of national dis- 
honor.’’ 

“What we want to know,” he said, 
“did this government, knowing that a 
revolution was about to take Place, &o 
arrange matters that thé revolution, 
whether peaceable or otherwise, should 
be permitted to go on without interrup- 
tion, and whether our national authorti- 


_ ties took measures to prevent Colombia 


from stopping it.’’ 

Mr. Hoar quoted the correspondence 
bearing upon the revolution and asked, 
“Why this great anxiety before any 
disturbance had occurred?” 

It was, he said, clear that if the corre- 
spondence so far printed included al] the 
information possible to give cn the sub- 
Ject, that from twenty-four to forty- 
eight hours before the revolution broke 
out, this government had instructed a 
man of war to prevent Colombia from 
doing anything to prevent it. 


All the Facts Wanted. 

“I want to know, and the American 
people want to know, ang have 
a right to know, whether this 
mighty policeman on the isthmus, 
seelng a man about to attack 
another, is justified before the blow is 
struck {n manacling the assafled party, 
and whether, after the assault has been 
made, the policeman ts justified in claim- 
ing the pocket book which has been 
taken from the victim by the assailant 
should be turned over to him (the police- 
man), On the greund that he was the 
rightful owner.’ 

Mr. Hoar said that !t was impossible to 
believe it, and he did not believe the 
president was capable of such intrigue 
as thus Indicated, and declared that it

such imputation that he desired all the

question. He was sure that all the in- 
formation on the subject would entirely 


| relieve the chief executive, but still, as 
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the matter stands, he sald. the informa- 
tion before the country is incomplete. 

Continuing, Mr. Hoar said that it was 
no justification of our course to say Co- 
lombia had failed to ratify the treaty 
for the construction of the Panama canal. 
Had not the United States itself failed to 
ratify many treaties? 

In conclusion he pleaded for all the 
facts, and asked that they be sent to the 
senate through the usual official chan- 
nels. 

“We are entitled to know the whole 
story,’’ he sald, ‘‘before taking action on 
the canal treaty, and we are entitled to 
know officially, not through some indi- 
vidual senator, who may color it with 
his own views, or through the unoffictal 
utterances of the representatives of some 
other government.” 


Gorman Attacks Roosevelt. 

Mr. Gorman took the floor as soon as 
Mr. Hoar had concluded, and there was 
from the start evident interest in what 
he might say. He said that demoacratic 
senators generally are as favorable to 
the construction of the cana] as are the 
republicans. He congratulated the coun- 
try on the possession of a senator like 
Mr. Hoar, who, he said, was following 
many examples of courage, patriotism 
and disinterestedness in the senate, which 
had occurred at times when the execu- 
tive by some inexcusable act had been 
able to involve the country in war with- 
out the ‘consent of congress. In this con- 


i nection he referred to the course of the 


late Serator Summer when he antagon- 
ized President Grant in the San Domingo 
affair. Mr. Gorman said that ne him- 
self had been a witness to Mr. Summer's 
protest, and that he declared his act 
would look In history as well as that of 
the present senator from Massachusetts. 
Taking up the question at issue, Mr. 
Gorman said the facts were all that were 
desired, and he proceeded to refer to 
the extension of the executive Influence, 
saying that this influence had been ex- 
tended until] ‘‘the senate had become prac- 
tically the agent of the executive.” 

He criticized the selection by the pres!i- 
dent of commissioners from the senate 
to negotiate treaties. 

He criticised also executive interference 
in state politics. But none of these trans- 
gressions could be compared, he declared, 
to the action of the executive in con- 
nection with the affair in Panama. 

“It is,”’ he sald, ‘“‘the most Nagrant act 
of transgression that has ever taken place 
in the history of the country, and it 
should |be resisted without regard to 
party.”’ 

Roosevelt as Napoleon. 

Mr. Gorman then proceeded to critt- 
cise the speech made by Assistant Secre- 
tary Loomis before the Quill Club, in 


* 
New York, a few nights ago. He 
ferred to the fact that the Panama treaty 
was at that time a secret document 80 
far as officia; action was concerned. 
Heretofore treaties similarly situated had 
been regarded as sacred by executive offi- 
cilals. He had not so far mentioned Mr. 
Loomis by name, but he did at this point, 
and said that Mr, Loomis had discussed 
the Panama situation at a banquet at 
which, perhaps, many were excited by 
wine and had given “information which 
the senate had not had from the ad- 
ministration or any other source." 

“He did not,"”’ Mr. Gorman continued, 
“tell the country all the facts, but he 
made it a consideration that the presi- 
dent was a great and bold man, with 


the courage and patriotism to land ma- 
'rines and seize a part of the territory of 
ithe Republic of Colombia, which we were 
| under contract to guarantee to that coun- 
|try. This, In the lght of the facts be- 
| fore us, is nothing less than usurpa- 
tion.’ 

Mr. Gorman then discussed the pres!- 
dent as ‘‘a second Napoleon,” which ti- 
tle had, he sald, ‘‘been assigned to him 
by some.,”’ 

“A second Napoleon, indeed,’’ he ex- 
claimed. ‘‘Hag it come to this, that the 
United States must have a Napoleon 
to shape its destiny and to distort the 
presidential office from its proper func- 
tions,’”’ 

Mr Aldrich interrupted Mr. Gorman 
with a question as to whether it was 
the purpose of the reconstructed demo- 
cracy to defeat the treaty. 

He added that he had@ not been able 
to gather the exact meaning of Mr. Gor- 
man’s remarks. 

The Maryland senator retorted that he 
had seldom been able to make Mr. Al- 
rich understand ‘“But,"’ he added, ‘I 
will state the matter so plainly that even 
the senator from Rhode Island will com- 
prehend.”’ 

Honor of the Country. 

He said that it was not his practice to 
; treat questions of international matter 
lightly, and he helleved that by the union 
of all the forces inclined to protect the 
| best interests of the country, its honor 
,can be saved. He agreed, he said, that 
/ the canal must be built, but in the light 
'of all the facts at present known, {t was 
j even more important that the integrity 
|of the American people should be pre- 
| served. 

“Won't the senator go a step farther?’ 
asked Mr. Aldrich, “‘‘and state whether 
it is the purpose to reject the treaty?’ 

Mr. Gorman; “I say to the senator from 
Rhode Island that if the case stands as 
| it ts now, with only the information the 
|} administration has furnished us to this 
‘hour, then we consider {t a most ob- 
jectionable transaction. And let me say 
to the senator, when you talk about re- 
Sponsibility we can take the responsibill- 
ty, and say to the administration without 
regard to party ‘congress has directed 
you to do one of two things—to construct 
}the canal, and do it without delay; when 
you cannot get it at Panama, go to 
| Nicaragua and construct it there, and do 
« at once.’ Yet Mr. Loomis in his speech 
has the audacity to say the reason why 
they did not go to Nicaragua and at- 
tempted no negotiations with Costa Rica 
or Nicaragua as provided by the Spooner 
lact, was because eminent engineers have 
said Nicaragua was not the proper route 
for the construction of the canal. The 
statement I challenge. It cannot be vertl- 
.fied. But one member of the cammissiuon 
'expressed a doubt as to the feasibility of 
the Nicaragua route.” 

He said that last night he had con- 
sulted one of the chief engineers and had 
‘asked him if any such statement had 
been made by an enegineer of importance. 
'“Heanswered.’’ Mr. Gorman continued, 
'that P¥nama was the best route, but as to 
| the feasibility of the Nicaragua route no 
|one questioned It, except this volunteer 
from the state department, who in viola- 
| tion of all rules that ought to govern 
'the two brances of the government pro- 
iclaimed it at a banquet in New York.” 

Continuing Mr. Gorman sald: 

‘‘} do not desire to do the president an 
injustice. I respect the office. I belleve 
that whoever occupies the presidential 
chair should have fair consideration. But 
the executive must have a respect for 
congress, and a special consideration for 
ithe senators of the United States when 
i\{t ecomés to the consideration of treaties, 
for he cannot make one without its con- 


‘sent. When the attempt to deprive us of | 


all the facts is made, I] resent it. And it 
i{s not the first instance of such action 
iand of dictating to congr¢ss. I resent It, 
and I have resented it all the time.’’ 
Books Must Be Opened. 
Coming again to Mr. Aldrich’s inquiry 
he said: “Open your books and give us 
the information. If you fail to ado so in 
this case, if the president will give us no 
further information than he has present- 
ed, speaking for myself, I cannot sustain 
him. Of course there is courage enough 
on this side of the ehamber to stay him 
or any impetuous executive who attempts

“What | want, and what I believe the 
people want, is that there shall be noth- 
ing that shall disturb the business in- 
terests of this country, nothing that will 
put in jeopardy, because of fear of some 
extreme action on the part of the execu- 
tive, the thrift and enterprise that we 
have so long enjoyed.” 

He intimated in conclusion that the sit- 
uation on the isthmus had been invited for 
political purposes, and on this point gaid: 

“A war party, it may be said, is, In 
this country, never defeated. Can it be 
in the mind of any man that a desperate 
political chance growing out of the de 
pressed conditions makes it necessary for 
political success that the flag and tne 
armies of the country may be exhibited 
in some foreign land to str@gthen the 
party and secure party power? If such 
a thought has entered the mind of any 
man here !{s the body to stay it? The 
fathers created this body, so that it can 
prevent imprudent action. It has but 
seldom permitted the excitement of the 
hour, the desires of ambitious men, to 
put in jeopardy the honor of the gov- 
ernment or its commercial prosperity.’’ 


Foraker Arraigns Hoar. 

When Mr. Gorman had concluded, Mr. 
Foraker began a severe arraignment of 
Mr Hoar's position, saying that when ho 
read the newspaper accounts of the dem- 
Oocratic caucus, which agreed that the 
caucus action should be binding, he knew 
that there would be trouble; that the 
democrats would vote as a unit on every 
matter except when the vote interfered 
with individual conscience.”’ 

“Something the republicans do not 
have,” interjected Mr. Tillman. 

Continuing, Mr. Foraker said that he 
did not know who would be the demo- 
cratic exception, but suspected, since Mr. 
Tillman yesterday displayed his rare 
knowledge of all matters scriptural, that 
he would be the one. 

Attention was called by Mr. Foraker to 
Mr Hoar’s announcement that the speech 
he was about to make should be in ex- 
ecutive session, ‘and,’ said Mr. Fora- 
ker, “‘perhaps, he thinks that an- 
mounmcement a sufficient apology for gving 
on and making in open session a speech 
which he has acknowledged should have 
been made only in executive session, and,’’ 
added Mr. Foraker, “it has been suggested 
to me, which should not have been made

Mr. Hoar 
interrupted Mr. Foraker and said: ‘‘The 
senator from Ohio either wholly misun- 
derstood what I said or wilfully perverts 
my meaning.’’ 

After a little further debaite Mr. Hoar 
sought to obtain the floor, saying he had 
been placed in a false light, but Mr. 
Foraker declined at first to yield, insisting 
his remarks were justified by Mr. Hoar’s 
speech, but finally the gave way to Mr. 
Hoar, who said: 

“My point is this: I say that_the prest- 
dent has sald to the public and to the 
senate that he disciaims certain conduct 
as unworthy of him and I galled atten- 
tion to the fact that the documents 
which he sent In failed to make that clear 
by not distinctly disclaiming that he or 
the administration had notice of that 
révolution, or that our forces had pre- 
vented the lawful government from an- 
ticipating that outbreak and that I be- 
Heved from my knowledge of the presi- 
Went that his statement was actually true, 
and therefure I asked him to supply the 
lacking information by stating on what 
ground the administration proceeded in 
taking the step—that fs all. And I don't 
propose after thirty-four years’ service 
within these walls to trouble myself to 
contradict again an imputation to me 
of any other meaning or indirectness or 
artifice on my part. If the senator from 
Ohio chooses to charge me with if, of 
course I cannot help it. He will do his 
duty.’” 

Foraker Defends Roosevelt. 


‘yt am delighted,” retorted Mr. For- 
aker, ‘that the senator from Massachu- 
setts is not afraid of anybody. I do not 
know of any one whom he should be 
afraid of any way. 

“He made a speech. I am undertaking 
to make some answer to it. I submit 
to senators here that I have not, no 
matter wnat the senator from Massachu- 
setts has just now seen fit to say, mis- 
represented or perverted a single idea 
that he has expressed. What I said I 
understood to be the effect of his 
speech—that from the telegram read he 
inferred the conclusion that there was 
contradiction of the statement of the 
president of the United States. 

“Now the president has stated there 
was no conference, no intrigue, yet the 
senator from Massachusetts reading 


theag gelegramg demande that the prea | 


dent shall submit proof to him that he 
was telling the truth when he made the 
statement that he had not connived.” 

Mr. Foraker then proceeded to review 
briefly the history of the uprising on the 
isthmus, stating that the condition there 
was common knowledge to all newspaper 
readers. 

“No agent was sent to the president 
of the United States and no agent wags 
sent to Coiompia,” said Mr. Foraker. 
“She had a rignt, if she saw fit, to go 
into rebellion. Weeks before she deé- 
clared independence it became known 
that she would take that step—not of 
ficially, but to every one who studied 
that situation and Knew what human 
nature would do under the circum- 
stances.”’ 

The administration at Washington was 
not unmindatul of the situation and “the 
president took the steps indicated by 
the telegrams and from which the sen- 
ator from Massachusetts derives such 
conclusions.”’ 

No Real Ground for Criticism. 

Mr. Foralgr concluded his remarks 
by stating that this was no real ground 
for criticism of the course of the ad- 
ministration in the Panama matter, not 
even that the democrats might take ada- 
vantage of.

W. C. WHITNEY 
AS A MANAGER 


His Fine Abilities in Great 
Demand by Large Cor- 
porations. 


in Mis- 


When a foreigner lands in New York 
and asks about the great sysiem of street 
railroads, he is generally told that Wil- 
liam C. Whitney controls them. If Mr. 
Whitney does control them, he exercises 
his control in a very quiet and unobtru- 
sive manner. 

Mr. Whitney is also called the father 
of the American navy, af which he was 
secretary under President Cleveland, and 
he would probably deny this soft im- 
peachment, but the idea is too firmly 
rooted in the public mind for it to ac- 
cept his modest denial. 

There are three epochs in the career of 
Mr. Whitney, viz., . those of lawyer, 
statesman and financier, When he be- 
came the last he ceased being a states- 
man, and when he became a statesman he 
gave up the law. : 

When he came to New York he at once 
emtered pol'tics, distinguishing himself 
as an opponent of the Tweed ring. 

Mr. Whitney was corporation council 
of New York from 1875 to 1882. The 
qualities of mind that later made him a 
power were here first made known, From 
this to a position of great influence in 
the political affairs of his state was 
but a short step, and he advanced at the 
same time to a similar place in the pollti- 
eal affairs of the nation, respected, con- 
sulted and trusted. Mr. Whitney’s ap- 
pointment as secretary of the navy by 
President Cleveland, in 1885, was the 
result of an earnest desire on the part of 
the executive to give to the service of 
the country a man with whose abilities 
he had been deeply impressed, and to 
obtain for his cabinet one who had shown 
such powrr at’ the council table. 

The Tnited States had no naty when 
Mr. Whitney took office. He quitted the 
department leaving the nucleus of that 
splendid white squadron which was after- 
wards bullt and which led the way to 
making the United States ong of the 
great powers. His name in the Navy 
Department will live. 

It is to be recorded that tn twenty-five 
years of conspicuous leadership Mr. Whit- 
ney has held but two political offices. 
‘This is not because he has striven and 
failed to attain office, but because he has 
avoided it. There have been times when 
movements to make him a gubernatorial, 
senatorial, and even presidential candi- 
date have sprung up seemingly of them- 
selves: movements requiring only formu- 
lation to make them formidable. Rut Mr. 
Whitney's consent was never given. Other 
affairs wad absorbed him, for he had, by 
this tirfre, been drawn Into the manage- 
ment of financial affairs, notably as the 
controling spirit in the Metropolitan 
Street Rallway, and as a trustee of The 
Mutual Life Insurance Company of New 
York. His plain suite of offices are in 
the Mutual Life building at Nassau, 
Cedar and Liberty streets, where he 
transacts all his serlous and most jmpor- 
tant business. He finds this the most 
convenient neighborhood to be in, as 
many of the institutions in which he is 
interested have their offices in this same 
building—the Morton Trust Company 
among others. It is also very convenient 
for his attendance at The Mutual Life 
Committee and Board meetings, which 
occupy mitch of his time. 

One constantly reads of Mr. Whitney 
in connection with achlevements on the 
turf, both here and in England: of his 
purchase of great preserves for stock 
breeding, or of some social] entertainment 
of specia] note that he gives from time 
to time, either at his magnificent house 
in New York or at his country place, or 
elsewhere. The general public reads al 
this and envies Mr. Whitney his elegant 
leisure, but how many persons know of 
the exacting business life that he leads? 
Besides the above mentioned interests, he 
is a director in several railroads and a 
number of large companies and banks. 

Mr. Whitney’s abilities are not of the 
showy order. Few in twenty-five years 
have heard him make a set speech. In- 
terviewers find him very reticent. Yet 
his faculty for clear, direct, precise, logi- 
cal statements amounts to positive 
genius. All thease qualities find their 
best employment in the management of 
the large affairs which interest Mr. Whit- 
ney. The assets of the Mutual Life for 
instance are over $394,000,000 held in 
trust for policyholfers. This sum is more 
than double the combined capital of the 
Bank of England, the Bank of France 
and the Imperial Banks of Germany and 
Russia. This immense sum must be kept 
productively employed. How is it done? 
Where are found the men of sufficient ex- 
perience and ability to handle these 
funds successfully? Are they obscure 
men, of whom the world never hears? 
By no means. They are men not only 
of national, but of international reputa- 
tion, who, in the midst of thelr other 
duties, find time to give their b-4#it thought 
to the conduct of the co#ipany’s affairs. 
These are the men who should be, and 
generally ate, employed upon the board 
of all large companies and are best able 
to direct their affairs.

This committee was very favorably im- 
pressed with the business from a busi- 
ness standpoint, besides a cotton mill 
seemed to be a blessing to any commu- 
nity in which it was built. It struck me 
as being in its infancy in the south and 
thatt he cotton mill industry was destin- 
ed to be one of the greatest factors in 
the development of our country. Its ad- 
vantages over the mills in the east and 
in Hurope were convincing. 
South’s Advantages 

In the item of freight alone the sOuth- 
ern mill has from \% to % cent per pound 
the advantage of the New England mills, 
It has from % to | cent per pound the ad- 
vantage of the European mills. Besides, 
it has advantages over both in fuel, 
labor and the number of hours that cOn- 
stitutes a day’s work. Each being an 
advantage of marked benefit, so much 
80 that conditions under which a Euro- 
pean mil] would run at actual cost, the 
southern mill should make a nice little 
dividend. I mention this to show that 
if the mills of any section should find 
it necessary to curtail production or shut 
down because of high cotton or cheap 
goods, the sOuthern mills should be the 
last to do so. With concert of action, 
or with wise individual action on the 
part of southern mills in the sale of 
goods, I do not see why high priced cot- 
ton would not be as attractive as low 
cotton, and even more so, for when cot- 
ton is selling at a price so that the man 
who produces it makes a profit, it gives 
him more money and it puts more money 
into every channel of labor and busi- 
ness. Everybody, including the farmer, 
spends more money, buys more goods, 
and in this way cOnsumption of goods is 
increased. 1 have been selling goods di- 
rect to the consumer for twenty-five 
years, and this I know: That when cot- 
ton is high I can sell more goods, se!}] 
them at a better price and sell them eas- 
ier than I can when cotton is low. Thus, 
as before stated, high cotton and high 
goods tend to increase consumption 
rather than decrease it. If this be the 
case—and it is—it would seem that good 
business judgment would suggest that 
the southern cotton mill men should so 
plan his way of escape from the dilemma 
in which he finds himself, brought about 
by cheap goods while cotton is high, in 
such a way as not to lower the price of 
cotton, but to raise the price of the 
goods. While it seems to be the opin- 
ion of many, in fact I am told it was 
almost the unanimous opinion of all 
present at the meeting in Charlotte, that 
the best way to do this was by curtail- 
ing production. I do not think so. 

Opposes Curtailment. 

T am opposed to curtailing production 
from every standpoint. I see no way for 
the curtailment of production to give 
more than temporary relief, if it relieves 
at all. If curtailment brought relief by 
advancing goods, it would only indicate 
that there was an over-production of 
goods. If this be the case, as sOon as 
the mills started up again on full time, 
the same conditions would prevail. If 
the curtailment reduces the price of cit- 
ton, when mills al} started up the same 
trouble might confront us again, so 
neither would insure permanent relief. 
The only solution to the sitution, in my 
judgment, is to raise the price of goods 
so that we can work high cotton at a 
profit. As before mentioned, this can be 
done by the mills uniting and agreeing on 
a scale of prices for goods; or if every 
mill will only exercise the same good

his goods. But you know the Same fel. 
low would agree to run four days per 
week and run six. It Is also urged that 
the mills, financially weak, could not hold 
their goods, but would De forced to sell 
goods as fast as made regardless of 
price.

Second, from the information I get there 
have been some mills, I do not know 
how many, selling their line of goods, 
with which I am familiar, during the 
last sixty days, at least 1% cents per 
round less than the prices of cotton 
would, at any time during that time, jus- 
tify.

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., December 17.—(Spectal.)—The 
ordinance committee of the board of al- 
dermen, Redmond, of the fourth ward, 
chairman; Burdick, of the second ward, 
and Masse, of the third ward, gave an 
audience to representatives of the re- 
form movement tonight in the council 
chamber. : 

The reformers were represented by 
Colonel Claud Estes, Dr. White, pastor 
of the First Baptist church, and Dr. 
Ainsworth, pastor of the Mulberry Street 
Methodist church. 

The attendance was small, it being un- 
derstood that the reformers would be 
given the right of way tonight, while 
Monday night, next, is to be devoted to 
a presentation by that citizenry who see 
Ho reason for a change for the conditions 
now obtaining. 

Colonel Estes urged that the laws regu- 
lating liquor trafic should curtail the 
hours of business now exercised. He 
Cited the laws operative in Atlanta, and 
asserted that it had been clearly demon- 
strated that the liquor trade in that city 
Was under better contro] than it Was in 
any city in the union. He said that 
Saloons should not have restaurants at- 
tached and declared that free lunches 
Should be cut out entirely. Screens, he 
said, were an inducement to drink. 

Dr. White supported all his predecessor 
had said, asserting that it was a control 
of the trafic he and those interested 
him in the movement wanted It 
was Dr. White alone who gave any in- 
timation of work other than petitions by 


the reformers to accomplish what thev 
wanted.

‘On 
this list of names are members of al) 
churches and names of gentlemen who 
are not members of any church.” 

Dr. Ainsworth briefly sUpported what

States grand jury today made its report 
to the court, returning nineteen true 
bills. These include indictments against 
United States Senator Charles H. Diet- 
rich for alleged leasing of a building ta 


the government to be used as a post- 


office; former Adjutant General Leonard 
Colby, for the alleged embezzlement of 
government funds; Daniel Gaines, of 
Bassett, Nebr., for alleged perjury in 
swearing falsely to homestead entries; 
former State Senator Ellioit Lowe, for 
alleged conspiracy to bribe a United 
States senator; Postmaster John 8. Mitch- 
ell, of Alma, Nebr., charging him with 
{llega] sale of postal stamps; William M. 
Irwin, on a charge of acting agent of 
Mitchell, and against R. M. Allen, presi- 
dent of the Standard Cattle Company, 
for the alleged illegal fencing of govern- 
ment lands. The other indictments were 
similar to that against Allen, but do not 
involve extensive tracts of land. 

The jury reports it had further matters 
under consideration. 

The indictments against Senator Diet- 
rich and State Senator Lowe are in ad- 
dition to those returned against them a 
week ago, 

Senator Dietrich is charged with the 
alleged: violation of section 3739 of the 
Revised Statutes, which provides that no 
member of or delegate to cdngress shall 
enter into a contract with the United 
States or its officers. 

The indictment charges that Senator 
Dietrich leased to the government on 
April 24, 190], a building at Hastings, 
Nebr., to be used for a postoffice at an 
annual rental of $1,300. 

The indictment against former State 
Senator Lowe charges him with alleged 
conspiracy to bribe a United States sen- 
atur. Two counts, each of $500, are 
named in the bill. it is charged that 
these amounts were paid to Lowe by 
Postmaster John C. Mitchell in consider- 
ation of Lowe's indorsement of Mitch- 
ell’s candidacy to Senator Dietrich for 
the appointment as postmaster at Alma 

General Leonard W. Colby was indict- 
ed for the alleged embezziement at 
amounts aggregating $4,000 of govern 
ment funds, paid to him in trust by tno 
state of Nebraska and others for equip- 
ment belonging to the Unigmi btates 
rmy. 
 peaniiaetat J. C.. Mitchell, of Alma, 
Nebr., is indicted for conspiracy to de- 
fraud the government by the sale out- 
side of his postoffice of large quantities 
of postage stamps, in order to increase 
the receipts of the office at Alma, and 
thus succeeding in raising the classifica- 
tion of the office, securing an increase

Counsel Untermeyer, of the suing bond- 
holders, questioned Mr. Steele about the 
purchase and sale of the Bethlehem 
plant by J. P. Morgan & Co. as syndi- 
cate managers for the United States 
Steel Corporation. 

Mr. Steele said the purchase was made 
in order that the steel corporation might 
be able to control the disposal of the 
Bethlehem plant, its permanent owner- 
ship being considered disadvantageous to 
the steel corporation and the desire being 
to resell it to owners favorable to the 
stee] company, though no special pur- 
chaser was in view at this time. Mr. 
Steele, though as a director of the steel 
corporation, professed himself ignorant of

Professor Patterson Will Op- 
pose Resolutions of 


Auburn. 
Athens, Ga., December 17.—(Special.)— 
Professor A. H, Patterson, athletic di- 


rector of the University of Georgia, has 
gone to Baton Rouge, La., to attend a 
meeting of the directors of the Southern 
Intereollegiate Athletic Association. At 
this meeting a number of important mat- 
ters arg to be discussed of interest to 
the teams that are in that association. 

Among other things of interest Is a 
resolution that will probably be intro- 
duced by the representative from An- 
burn, tn the shape of an amendment to 
the cunstitution of the association pro- 
hibiting any college in the association 
from hiring more than one park in any 
city for baseball or football games on the 
same day. This is, of course, directed 
against The Tectinological school, as in the 
past the Techs have attempted to lease 
both parks in Atlanta. 

On this proposition the vote of Georgia 
will be against the resolution, as the 
representative from Georgia does not be- 
lieve the situation calls for any such 
action. 

It is understood that a resolution will 
be introduced to amend the constitution 
so as to make it impogsible for any 
team to hire a coach on the percentage 
basis. Georgia will also oppose the 
resolution. 

It is possible that a number of new 
features may be added to the rules gov- 
erning the teams that are members of 
the Southern Intercoilegiate Athletic As- 
sociation, and the college boys are await- 
ing with much interest the result of the 
meeting at Baton Rouge.

Entrancing Furs. 


The all fur muff has taken on a multi!- 
tudes of forms this season, and the vaga- 
ries of the fur trimmed muff are legion. 
Here are a few sketches which will fur- 
nish attractive models for the woman 
who wants to have an inexpensive fur- 
rier fashion her winter muff. 

A majority of the new muffs in short 
hair furs are comparatively flat, though 
the enormous round Granny muff is fash- 
ionable and is especially adapted to the 
long hair furs. 

The bag shaped muff, large, fiat, 
straight at the top, round at the bottom 
and narrowing toward the top, is a fa- 
vorite, and is carried out not only in a 
single fur, Dut in intricate mingling of 
combination with a dark fur, such as 
mole or seal. [n the same shape are 
elaborately sewn muffs in onefur—mole, 
seal or chinchilla. 

These muffs are made of small dia- 
mond points, circles, strips or scallops 
of the fur put together, and while there 
may be a question as to the positive 
beauty of this treatment of fur, it cer- 
tainly is a test of the furrier’s skill. 
Many of the sealloped muffs have the 
scallops overlapping and edged with con- 
trasting fur, usually white. 

Bag shaped and oblong muffs are made 
with frills of fur set on the bottom in 
rounded or pointed form. Other fur muffs 
have flaring frills of fur at the ends, the 
fur frills being usually supplemented by 
billowy inner frills of lace or chiffon or 
both. In many cases the fur frills: are 
omitted, the fur body of the. muff being 
finfShed by extravagantly full masses of 
lace and chiffon. 

The body of the flat fur muff is this 
season frequently trimmed with passe- 
menterie ornaments, pendants and cords 
of silk or chenille passementerie in the 
color of the fur, and this same passe- 
menterfe appears upon the velvet and 
even upon the chiffon and lace muffs. 

Ermine is the fur most frequently 
chosen for union with lace, but exquisite 
effects are obtained in gray chiffon and 
velvet with touches of chinchilla, in mole 
color chiffon strapped in mole fur, and 
in brown chiffon and velvet trimmed in 
sable bands and tails. 

Fringes of ermine tails and sable tails 
trim the bottoms of some muffs and deep 
chenille frifige is also pressed into serv- 
ice. The farge sable, mink, fox and mar- 
ten miiffs are plentifully adorned with 
nendant tails and occasionally with small 
“eads and paws.

Tifton lumber Company's 
Plant Destroyed. 


Remilling Plant, Offices and 500,- 
OOO Feet of Lumber Burned. 
Loss to Owners Above 
Insurance Will Reach 
$30,000. 


Tifton, Ga., December 1t7.—(Special.)— 
The plant of the Tifton Lumber Co., one 
af the largest remilling concerns in south 
Georgia, was destroyed by fire this morn- 
ing at 3:30. 

The fire is supposed to have originated 
from a spark from the stack or furnace, 
and was first discovered blazing up in 
frent of the room where the large timber 
machine was located. In a few minutes 
lt spread over the entire shed, and the 
most heroic efforts on the part of those 
who hurried to the scene were of no 
@vail. 

The mill was well equipped with fire 
pumps, hose and buckets, and these were 
used to every possible advantage, but 
had no effect against the flames which 
went through the large sheds as fast 
8s a man could walk. 

By a favorable breeze, the large dry 
kilns were saved, but this was all out 
of the plant. 

The Tifton Lumber Co. is a branch of 
the O'Neill Manufacturing Co., of Rome, 
of which J. J. O'Neill is president. It 
was located in Tifton two years ago, and 
did a planing mill and remilling ousi- 
ness only. Since its location here it 
Was done a tremendous business, and at 
the time of the fire had, approximately, 
500,000 feet of dressed lumber in its 


vards and sheds. 
The plant was worfh $40,000 and the 
lumber, cars, etc., about $!0.000. All 


that was saved was the dry kilns and |

contents, worth about $5,000. 
The property €@estroyed were three flat 
“irs, two of which stood loaded on the 
siding. The office, with files, stationery, 
time register and fixtures, was burned. 
On the property burned, insurance 
amounting to something over $23,000 was 
earried. The loss, above insurance, was 
about $30,000. 

The loss is a heavy one to Mr. O'Neill, 
and to Tifton also, as it throws several 
men out of employment.

SECOND ARREST 
OF YOUNG DEAN 


Warrant for Boy Sworn Out 
by Mrs, J, C., 
Bradshaw. 


: James Dean, !3 years old, who was 
recently tried by a coroner’s jury. for 
killing Fred Bradshaw, the 10-year-old 
s0n of Mr. and Mrs. C. L. Bradshaw, 
who live at 122 ‘Chestnut street, who was 
released, was rearrested yesterday after- 
noon on a warrant sworn out by J. C, 
Bradshaw in Judge Bloodworth’s court 
and was committed to the county jail 
pending trial. , 

No arrangements have as yet been made 
for a trial and sufficient time will he 
granted to the mother of James Dean to 
make arrangements for a lawyer. It 
will be several days at least before the 
case will be heard in Justice Bloodworth's 
court. 

It is claimed by the prosecution that the 
coroner’s jury acted rashly tn turning 
Dean loose and that evidence will be pre- 
sented at the trial which was not brought 
out at the coroner's Inquest. It is stated 
that fust hefore the shooting occurred 
James Dean said. “Now just watch me 
kill him,."’ and then fired with fatal re- 


sult. 

Immediately after being rearrested the 
youth was brought to Justice Blood- 
worth’s court and committed to jail. His 
mother was advised to secure a lawyer 
who would know better how tn attend 
to the matter. She was assured that 
the boy would be well cared for at the 
jail and would be kept safe from harm. 
As a last advice she warned him not to 
trnlk to reporters, telling him that he 
had already eiven his account of the 
shooting. 

It will be remembered that this trag- 
edy, for which Dean is rearrested, oc- 
curred on Tuesday in an old fleld in the 
rear of Atlanta university. James Dean 
resides with his widowed mother at the 
corner of Davis and Mftchell streets. She

' states that he is her support. 


The tragedy occurred a short distance 


' from the home of Bradshaw and in sight 


of the house. Dean wag out tn the fleld 
hunting birds with a parlor rifle and he 
says that the bullet which ended the life 
of Bradshaw was intended for a field 
lark. 

About 2:30 o’elock Fred Bradshaw, to- 
gether with a little companion, Was re- 
turning to his home from the Walker 
street public school, the boy being a pu- 
pil of the fourth grade. The ball came 
from a distance of 140 yards, entering the 
hack af the little boy, between the fourth 
and fifth rfbs, about 2 inches to the right 
of the spinal column, and passed diag- 
onally across the body through both 
lungs and the heart, lodging mmediately 
beneath the skin on the left side. 

Dean and Bradshaw were strangers and 
had never seen each other before the 


shooting.
